The following report outlines the scope and organiz- 
aticn, ie. indexing and filing, of the Japanese reference 
neterial held by OP-16-FE.

1. Reference Library of OP-16-PE 
a. Contains both Japanese and English peneral 
reference works, such as encyclopaedia, Gazeteers, 
ete, The bulk of this material is of pre-war 

age end was gathered from civilian agencies; 
the remainder is captured documents, sene ef which 
have been translated. 

b, These documents are kept en open shelves, They 
are indexed by a code-letier derignation system 
origineted by Lt. Davis of OP-16-FE. A cony of 
this system is attached to thie report. This index 
lists all material by English titles. 4 cros«s- 
reference file provides a subject matter breakdown 
of the material, but this breakdewn is seager and
